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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 ) Claims 1 9-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 19, 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: structural 
features for creating a gas medium layer between the guide surface and the web are 
not recited. There is no structural relationship between the gas medium layer and the 
other claimed structures. 

Claims 19, 35: the claims are not clear as to how a gas medium layer between 
the guide surface and the web is created and maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2) Claims 19-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Koch (3,091 ,1 73). Koch discloses a calender wherein web 1 travels from roll 2 on to 
and around roll 3, enters a nip formed by rolls 3 and 4, moves away and turns around 
roll 7 located away of the calender rolls and then the web moves back into the calender 
entering the next nip formed by roll 4 and the next lower calender roll, also numbered as 
roll 3. A doctor 8 is located between rolls 4 and 7 and the doctor blade touches roll 4. 
The mechanism supporting the doctor blade is not shown, however, it would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made, that the doctor 
blade support mechanism be attached to roll 4 due to space limitation. Roll 7 obviously 
reads on the claimed guide, in that there is obviously a gas medium layer created 
between the web and roll 7 since the present Specification [0032] recites that "...an air 
or gas flow that produces an air film between the web W and the guide surface 51 can 
be brought about by the movement of the web alone from the nip N towards the guide 
means 5", and the independent claims do not recite structural features for creating a 
gas medium layer (col. 4, lines 26-60 and Figure 1 ). Other features are known and 
obvious over the cited prior art.
